This fact alone is, to me, a sign 
of retrogression. 1 think Germans 
realise this and have laid all their 
plans-which are yet in the em- 


hryo stage—for the development .of 


the game. : 

Now players are to be encouraged 
ou new courts and taken under the 
wing of the German Lawn ‘Tennis } 
Association or its associates, who, 
in contrast with the practice of the 
English lawn. tennis authorities, 
will, wherever possible and needed, 
finance them, So the club members 
of the new clubs are to be provided 
with good courts—and it is only on 
good courts that they can become : 
efficient. 

Tt may well be that next year 
Germany will be France's greatest 
rival for Buropean supreniy, 

Germany is out to find her 
strength through exposing her pre 
sent Weakness to the rest of the 
lawn tennis world. “She welcomes 
the opportunity now offered of 
bringing players here and, in re- 
turn, sending players abroad.

UNIVERSITY MEN CARRY 
SANDWICH-BOARDS. 


CHANGES IN 25 YEARS. 


Mr. Phillip Raphael, of Church- 
street, Shaftesbury-avenuc, is cele- 
brating the 25th year of his associa- 
tion with what he calls ‘the salu- 
brious ‘ calling of the sandwich- 
board man,” 

“BR.A.s, solicitors, captains, ac- 
countants and medical men have 
come into these offices to offer 
themselves a8 — sandwich - board 
men,” he told a Daily News repre- 
sentative. ‘Once a V.C. worked 
with the firm for a week. When I 
first started in this business there 


were only one or two firms «that |, ° 


sent out sandwich-board men, Now 
there are about 60. Before the war 
we used to have perhaps. 100 to 150 
men offering themselves each morn- 
ing. Now they number 200 to 300.” 

“On the whole the men are quite 
a jolly crowd, more intelligent than 
those who came to us in other days. 

“No, I don’t think the incrense 
in traffic has made their work more 
dangerous. I have only had one 
accident in 17 or 18 years. Their 
hoards are much lighter to carry. 
The old boards were in two sections 
and mostly of iron. Now all mine 
are in one section, slung by a belt 
from the shoulders, and made most- 
ly of fabric coverr on a wood 
frame.’”* 

Dressing up sandwich-oard men 
is now illegal, but sandwich par.

CALCUTTA STORM. 


FOUR VESSELS SUNK IN THE 
HARBOUR. 


Caucurta, May 12th. 

Caleutla experienced a heavy 
starm yesterday afternoon, lasting 
more than an hour. 

Twy men were drowned, over 120

down and considorable damage was 
done to motor ships and boats in 
the river. 

‘The storm was preceded by three 
days’ severe heat.

Officially, it 
is recorded that the velocity of the 
gale was 42 miles per hour, while 
at its height, the rainfall is stated 
to have exceeded an dnch and a 
half in about half an hour, and the 
temperature fell about 26 degrees 
with remarkable rapidity. 

The Kidderpore section suffered 
very badly. Four steamers, broke 
their moorings and two passenger 
boats and two cargo boats were 
sunk near the Calcutta jetties. 
The City of Dunedin broke her 
cable chains and wae tossed about 
by the gale,’ but was eventually 
secured. Minor damage to the In- 
dian boats was also caused. 

As a result of the storm, traffic | 
in Northern Calcutta was suspend: 
ed for over an hour, as the streets 
were flooded. .
